34, enteric fever 31, measles 11, scarlet fever 24, whooping cough 6, 
diphtheria 68, and 323 from tuberculosis. 

Elizabeth. — Three months ended December 26, 1908. Estimated 
population 60,509. Total number of deaths 241, including diphtheria 
6, enteric fever 2, scarlet fever 1, and 25 from tuberculosis. Cases: 
Diphtheria 88, enteric fever 7, scarlet fever 26, and measles 3.
